"We must drive the special interests out of politics," says Col- 


onel Roosevelt. That is a great deal better than levying contribu- 
tions on them to pay campaign expenses. But it must be remem- 
bered that in a popular government every class and condition is en- 
titled to a voice in public affa rs. All intercuts, whether special or 
otherwise, have rights and c'.aims to consideration, nor can any 
person be denied the right to participate in politics. Private in- 
terests of a special character, whether 
financial 
or 
otherwise, 


should not be permitted to dominate the activities of gov- 
ernment 
or 
control 
legisla-ion, nor 
should 
they 
be 
given 


any 
special privileges, 
adv mtages or 
exemptions; 
neverthe- 


less they 
cannot 
be proscribed and 
wholly driven out .of 


politics. 
In 
this 
country 
political activity 
touches 
every 


industry and affects the interest of every 
class. 
Only 
by 


giving all interests and classes a square deal can we have righteous 
and free government. The square deal is as broad as it is long. 
It has no bulging sides, no concavities and convexities, no excep- 
tions, no favorites and no vi< tims. 
It is a guarantee of fair and 


honest treatment all i round. By no means does it mean an as- 
sault on vested rights and an undermining of the foundations of 
stability and property values, nor does it mean the abolition of all 
organic laws which s'and in the way of virtual confiscation by 
legislative or executive actior. A square deal is just that—noth- 
ing more, nothing les-i. 
It i-- the political expression of honesty 


and fairness. 
While it represses greed, extortion and oppression 


on the one hand, it protects capital in all legitimate activities on 
the other. 
It docs not put enterprise under ban and destroy the 


security of investment on the other. 
Neither docs it place the 


stigma of criminality on wealth nor treat success in the material 
activities of life as tho fruit of dishonor and injustice. Quite the 
contrary. 
Rightly understood, it encourages progress and devel- 


opment along lines w'lich promote national growth and preserves 
the principles of liberty. It proceeds in a spirit of moderation and 
justice directed by enlightened patriotism. The square deal neith- 
er persecutes nor plunders, neither does it stifle the energies of a 
people. Xo more does it create classes or foster class hatreds. It 
gives to no man t-ome-hing hr does not earn, nor does it take from 
any man something that js mstly his. 
While ours is a govern- 


ment of men. tint money, it must not be forgotten that money has 
its nrce'.'-ary and legit mate u-es as an instrumentality in all public 
and pmate activities: that it is the lubricant of trade and industry 
and that driving it avay expels prosperity, leaving idleness, stag- 
nation and 'IMrc-.-- in its w?kc. The government should control 
financial and industrial organizations, not allow itself to be con- 
trolled by Mich organi/ations; but the control exercised by the gov- 
ernment should nut piocced on the theory that financial and iridus- 
trial orgnnixa'.ion it, q lasi-criminal in character, a necessary evil to 
be rcprc-^ccl as fa- a«= possib'e. but should be directed by a desire 
to encourage ever- legitimate activity in human life. For the ar- 
teries of commerce ard inchutry cannot be cut or bound up with- 
out stopping tho c: dilation which keeps the body politic healthy 
and in working order. Unfortunately the public" mind has become 
si rxcited and confuted by persistent agitation that words and 
terms have lo-t their true meaning. There is a fever of popular 
indignation against organized capital and industry on one side, 
while on the other p-ofotmd distrust and alarm has been created 
in the minds of capitalists and investors. Unless this misdirected 
and misinformed anger and the apprehension it has excited are al- 
layed a tremendous financial crash will be the certain consequence 


a crash that will ii volve every class and every interest in the 


United States. 
A pfnic res ilting from political agitation would 


seriously retard social and political development in this republic 
and perhaps CJHI«C a reaction that would cause a disastrous retro- 
gression. 


President Taft's : pecch at St. Paul was the clearest and most 


intelligent deliverance yet made on the question of conservation. 
He told what had been done and how it came to be done. And 
then he suggested what ought to be done. His suggestions are 
sound and go to the core or the matter. If they are carried out 
we shall have genuine consc-vation that will permit of utilization 
without monopoly, 
i lowcve", the best thing he said was that the 


time for rhapsodies and glitti ring generalities had passed, and that 
the Congress sho-ild invite i t - speakers to come down to details, to 
specific evils and to -pccific remedies. But this will not suit the 
conservationists who spend t'leir time firing in the air and hurling 
personal charges at people against whom they cherish a grievance.

The platform adopted by the Lincoln-Roosevelt 1 .eague conven- i 


tion glorified Theodore Roosevelt and Gifford Pinc'iot, but gave' a 
guarded and grudging indorsement of President T: ft. The presi- 
dent was merely praised in cold and formal terms so brief as to 
be icy, for what he has clone in the way of carrying <>tit the "Roose- 
velt policies." Taft's plan of dealing with the tarif was indorsed, 
but the president's name was not mentioned in t lat connection. 
Yet tariff revision up or down, by commission or otherwise, has 
never been a Roosevelt policy. 
During the seve \ years he sat 


in the presidential chair Colonel Roosevelt never manifested the 
slightest interest in tariff reform. 
But he was ah -ays strong for 


protection. 


The manner in which the Republican convention treated the 


president is nothing short of an insult. 
It barely falls short of 


open repudiation. The help Taft has given San 1 rancisco in his 
efforts to get the Panama-Pacific exposition was ignored. 
The 


active interest he has shown in behalf of irrigation and reclama- 
tion was not mentioned. 
Indeed, he was only alluded to in con- 


nection with Roosevelt and the subsequent reference to Pinchot 
was a covert sneer at the president. 


Putting aside the first two paragraphs and the me lauding Hi- 


ram Johnson and A. J. Wallace, the platform appears to have been 
compiled from the various platforms the Democrats have present- 
ed of late years in this state. But as the Republican nominee for 
governor, so it is generally reported, has regularly voted for Dem- 
ocratic gubernatorial candidates for the last sixteen -ears, it is quite 
natural that his platform should embody the policies enunciated by 
the Democrats.
